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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but not persuasive. In the remarks the applicant argues in substance that; A) Merriman does not teach "receiving picture 
information and related information as a single handling unit, wherein a predetermined operation is processed as a single unit in response 
to a related operation command, wherein the predetermined operation is one or more instructions, and wherein each of the one or more 
instructions is processed as a function of the related information, and wherein each of a plurality of operations comprise a specific 
predetermined operation and instructions". 

In response to A) The applicant is reminded that claimed limitation must be given their reasonable broadest interpretation. Merriman 
teaches receiving media information (i.e. television) "picture information" and inserting advertisements "related information" to the media. 
The viewer can watch the media information and advertisement together at a same time. Merriman teaches predictive model which 
performs multiple function such as estimating performance of the advertisements, selecting advertisements, delivering the selected 
advertisements, monitoring feedback etc. The functionalities of the predetermined model get executed in relation with or as function of 
advertisements (see Column 2, lines 18-Column lines 10; Column 4, lines 15-Column 5, lines 59). Therefore, Merriman's teaching of 
inserting advertisements to the media and various functionalities of predictive model related to the advertisements meet the claimed 
limitation.. 
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
